Tickets  will  be  issued  begin- 
ning Friday  to  students  who  do 
not  have  non-resident  stickers  dis- 
played on  their  cars. 

They  will  cost  five  dollars  and 
will  be  issued  by  state  and  city 
law  enforcement  officals. 

In  accordance  with  the  inter- 
state traffic  law  pact,  all  non- 
resident students  operating  ve- 
hicles in  Utah  without  Utah  regis- 
tration must  display  a non-resi- 
dent permit. 

Permits  arc  available  in  the 
Security  Office  B-66  Smoot  Ad- 
ministration Bldg,  to  all  full  time 
students.  Students  must  obtain  a 
Utah  Safety  Inspection  or  supply 
proof  of  a state  inspection  from 
the  state  where  their  car  is  re- 
gistered. 


The  applicant  must  present  to 
security  a 50c  cashiers  receipt, 
the  registration  certificate  of  their 
car,  proof  of  inspection,  and  the 
indomitable  activity  card. 

The  state  safety  inspection  is 
available  at  inspection  stations 
located  around  Provo,  and  the 
cost  is  a state  regulated  $2.25. 
The  inspection  covers  brakes, 
lights,  tires,  exhaust  systems,  and 
obstructions  to  vision. 

If  the  car  doesn't  pass  the  in- 
spection. the  owner  has  five  days 
in  which  to  have  the  deficiency  re- 
paired before  the  inspetion  sta- 
tion is  required  by  law  to  submit 
the  incomplete  form  to  the  High- 
way Patrol.  The  Highway  Patrol 
is  then  obligated  to  locate  the 
unsafe  vehicle  and  ticket  it.

72-62  over  Arizona,  94-78  over  Ari- 
zona State.  Since  then  the  Cougars 
have  won  two  and  dropped  four  in 
league  play. 

Judging  from  this,  it  would  ap- 
pear the  Sun  Devils  and  Wildcats 
are  in  a good  position  to  deliver  a 
little  come-uppance  for  the  invad- 
ing Brighams.

Coach  Stan  Watts  and  his  cagers 
will  be  sporting  some  strengths  of 
their  own.  They  have  been  play- 
ing good  ball  in  recent  weeks, 
thanks  in  part  to  senior  center 
Jim  Eakins.

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MANUFACTURERS  FINED 

NEW  YORK  (UPI) — Three  of  the  na- 
tion’s leading  pharmaceutical  manufactur- 
ers were  fined  a total  of  $450,000  in  Federal 
Court  today  following  their  conviction  last 
December  for  violating  the  antitrust  laws. 

Judge  Marvin  E.  Frankel,  who  presided 
at  the  trial,  fined  each  firm  $50,000  on 
three  counts  of  violating  the  Sherman  Anti- 
trust Law. 

The  maximum  fines  were  imposed  on 
Chas.  Pfizer  and  Inc.,  American  Cyanamid 
Co.  and  Bristol-Myers  Co.  Frankel  permitted 
them  to  hold  up  payment  of  the  fines,  how- 
ever, pending  an  appeal. 

POWELL  LOSES  AGAIN 

WASHINGTON  (UPI)— The  U.S.  Court 
of  Appeals  ruled  today  that  former  Rep. 
Adam  Clayton  Powell  cannot  challenge  his 
ouster  in  the  Federal  Courts. 

The  decision,  upholding  a district  court 
ruling,  was  unanimous  and  amounted  to 
another  setback  for  the  beleaguered  Negro 
Democrat. 

Powell  was  excluded  from  the  90th  Con- 
gress March  1,  1967,  by  vote  of  his  former 
colleagues.  His  harlem  congressional  seat 
has  remained  vacant  pending  his  effort  to 
overthrow  the  action.  The  appeals  court 
said  today  it  could  not  help  him. 

DRAFT  BILL 

WASHINGTON  (UPI)  — Sen.  Edward 
]\I.  Kennedy,  D-Mass.,  introduced  a draft 
reform  l)ill  Wednesday,  including  the  lottery 
selection  plan  which  Congress  refused  to 
approve  last  year. 


Kennedy’s  measure  also  would  draft 
youngest  eligibles  first,  end  college  defer- 
ments when  combat  casualties  exceed  cer- 
tain limits,  create  unifonn  induction  guide- 
lines, and  forbid  drafting  men  for  punish- 
ment. 

EVERS  WINS 

JACKSON,  MISS.  (UPI)— Negro  leader! 
Charles  Evers,  praising  members  of  his 
race  for  their  response  at  the  polls,  pre- 
dicted victory  Wednesday  in  his  March  12 
runoff  battle  with  a white  segregationist 
for  the  third  district  congressional  seat. 

Evers,  who  has  spearheaded  the  civil 
rights  movement  in  Mississippi  since  his 
brother,  Medgar,  was  felled  by  a sniper’s 
bullet  in  1963.  won  the  runoff  spot  on  the| 
strength  of  Negro  black  voting. 

VIETNAM  RESOLUTION 

WASHINGTON  (UPI)— Sen.  Mark  Hat- 
field, R-Ore.,  introduced  legislation  today 
designed  to  force  President  Johnson  to  seek 
congressional  approval  before  any  move  to 
extend  the  ground  war  beyond  South  Viet- 
nam. 

Hatfield  sugegsted  that  the  administra- 
tion was  giving  serious  consideration  to  an 
extension  of  the  ground  war  to  other  parts 
of  Southeast  Asia. 

The  resolution  would  express  “the  sense 
of  the  congress  that  if  the  president  deter- 
mines that  it  is  vital  to  the  interests  of  the 
United  States  to  extend  the  Vietnam  ground 
war  beyond  the  limits  of  South  Vietnam, 
the  president  should  first  obtain  full  partici- 
pation in  this  decision  by  the  United  States 
Senate  and  House  of  Representatives.”

With  the  withdrawal  of  Govern- 
or George  Romney  of  Michigan 
from  the  race  for  the  Republican

He  told  newsmen  on  his  arrival 
in  Washington  for  a three-day  na- 
tional Governors  Conference  that 
“I  haven’t  changed  my  position.

Rockefeller  added,  however,  it  was 
“premature”  to  speculate  that 
Romney’s  sudden  decision  to  bow 
out  left  the  door  wide  open  for 
Nixon  to  grab  the  nomination  in 
August. 


Melvin  Laird,  R-Wis., 
Chairman  of  the  House  Republican 
Caucus  and  one  of  the  party’s 
most  astute  political  strategists,  is 
inclined  to  think  that  if  Rockefel- 
ler makes  his  jump  before  the  con-

he  captured  in  the  1964  primary. 

Some  party  pros  believe  that  a 
Rockefeller  win  in  Oregon  might; 
offset  any  advantage  Nixon  might 
win  in  prior  primary  victories  in.
